No. 2-1.—Kith Januai'y 1933.—In superseBsiou -of notification No. 
178, datod the 22nd Aujfust 1898 (published at pages 909-911, Part I 
of the Calcutta Gazette of the 24tii August 1898), as amended by sub¬ 
sequent notifications, the following draft of rules and schedule of 
rates, which, in exercise of the ]>owor conferred by sections 78 and 99 
of‘tho Bengal Irrigation Act, 1870 (Bengal Act III of 1876), the 
Governor in Council intends to make, for the supply of water from the 
combined Damodai- and Eden Canal (to be called the Dainodar Canal), 
is hereby published foi^’ the information of the persons likely to be 
affected thereby. 

2. The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 20th 
February 1933 and any objections or suggestions received'by the under¬ 
signed before that date will be duly considered: — 

Draft rules and schedule of rates. 

1 . Lease for a term of yrars. —The country served by the Damodar 

an 1 Cden (Canals (hereafter called the Damodar Canal) shall be mapped 
out into blocks of convenient size in accordance with the features of 
the ground, natural or artificial. So far as may be practicable, the 
blocks shall be separated by drainage lines. This shall be 

done by the Subdivisionul Canal Officers under the 

guidance and control of the Divisional Canal Officer. 

2. Each blof.k formed under rule 1 shall be numbered and rec.orded 
with its gross and irrigable areas in registers tf> be maintained by the 
Subdivisional Canal Officers. The blocks shall also be marked on maps 
to be maintained by. sucli officers. 

3. Leases for not more than, seven years may be granted for the 
whole irrigable area of a block or for a definite part of a block under 
the following conditions; — 

I. Ordinarily the whole irrigable area of any village so fur as 

situated within the block must be included in the lease. If 

the lands of a village within the bloc,k are divisible into two 
or more distinct jiarts which can be irrigated independently, 
a separate lease may be gmnted for each jiurt. 

II. All leases within one block shall be so granted that they shall 

expire on the same date. 

III. No lease shall be gmnted when the supply of wftter must of 
necessity be delivered across an unleased artni, except where 
a channel exists, which, in the opinion of the Subdivisional 
Cana’l Officer, will deliver water without waste across the 
unleased area. 

4. The Chief- Engineer shall fix from time to time the gross area 
for which, and the limits of the canal within which, leases for a term 
of years may be granted/ 

6. Maps of all villages in which leases have been taken for a term 
of years, or in which there is any prospect of sue.h leases being taken, 
shall be kept in the Subdivisionul Canal offices. These maps shall be 
drawn to a senile 32* = 1 mile when such are available, and elsewhere to 
a scale 16* = 1 mile. 
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6. Applif^tions for Ions leases for the irrimtion of any crop between 
the 16th June and the 31st March must be filed by the 1st of September, 
after which applif^tions for long leases will not be received. The 
prelimina^ application for a new lease for a term of years, or for the 
renewal of such lease, shall be made in writing but may be of an 
informal nature. * It may be presented and shall be received either at 
the Subdivisional dV Sectional C^nal office; in the latter case the Sec¬ 
tional Officer shall forward it immediately to the Subdivisional Canal 
Officer. The Subdivisional Canal Officer, as soon as he has, by personal 
enquiry or by an enquiry made by the Sectional Officer, satisfied hiiqself 
that the land in question constitutes a definite block or a definite part 
of a block and that it can be irrigated, shall at once inform the Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer giving such particulars as that officer may direct, 
and shall ask his formal approval to the leas^ being proceeded with. 
On receipt of such approval the Subdivisional CanalT Officer shall for¬ 
ward the preliminary application to the Zilladar, in order that the 
detailed assessment may be taken in hand. The lands in respect of 
which the leaSe is to be granted shall be indicated on a copy of the map 
referred to fn rule 5. 

7. The Zilladar on receipt ef the application shall prepare the 
detailed assessment paper (khasra) of the land with the aid of the district 
settlement map, the record-of-rights and,the plot index if available. 
If there is no settlement map of the area,’an amin shall make a sketch 
map and a khasra and shall measure the areas of th6 plots with a chain 
or measuring rod. 

8. When' the khasra is preimred the Zilladar shall forward it to the 
Subdivisional Canal Officer for approval. 

9. As soon as the khasra has been approved by the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer, he shall return it to the Zilladar endorsed with his signature 
in token of approval. 

The Zilladar shall then prepare a khatian or abstract of the khasra' 
and shall have the form of application, given in Appendix No. I to these 
rules, filled up and signed or marked by each of the applicants, in the 
pre senc e of two witnesses. 

When the application has been duly signed, the Zilladar shall send 
it to the Deputy Collector or other officer in charge of the revenue divi¬ 
sion hereafter called the Revenue Officer who after scrutiny will send 
it to the Divisional Canal Officer, by whom the permit or formal approval 
of the lease shall be signed.and issued in the form given as Appendix 
No. Ill to these rules. The permit shall be made over to the representa¬ 
tive of the cultivators by the Subdivisional Canal Officer by means of 
his Sectional Officer. The Divisional Canal Officer shall return the 
application to the Revenue Officer, with a copy of the permit for record. 

10. If the cultivators of any block, with regard 'to which an appli¬ 
cation for a lease is being proposed, are not unanimous, and if soma of 
them decline to sign the application the Zilladar shall report the matter 
to the Subdivisional Canal Officer. This officer shall hold a local enquiry, 
recording the statements of the persons who decline 'to sign and record¬ 
ing his personal opinion on the reasons given. He shall then send a 
report 'to the Di'visional Canal Officer, whe shO'R decide whether the 
lease may be accepted excluding the fields in the occupation of the 

£ ersons who decline to sif^n, or whether the lease shall be declined. The 
livisional Canal Officer is authorised 'to grant a lease when not less than 
95 per cent, of the holders of the net irrigable area of the block have 
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signed the application. In particular cases should it be desirable to 
grant a lease even though an area larger than 5 per cent, of the block 
has not been signed for, this may be done on the written order of .the 
Superintending Engineer. The reason for granting the lease shall be 
fully recorded. • 

11. Covering leeees. —Applicants for a lease for a term of years 
who may require water before the lease has been concluded can obtain 
a supply on tendering an application for a covering lease in the form 
given in Appendix No. II to these rules. This application shall be 
signed in the presence of the Ztlladar or some other responsible officer 
nominated for the purpose b.v ihe Subdivisional Canal Officer. The 
signatures of the leading cultivatoi-s in the block in question shall be 
obtained and they shall represent holders of not less than 75 per cent, 
of the irrigable land Within the block. 

As soon as the Subdivisional Canal Officer receives the application 
duly signed, he shall issue a iiermit in the form given in Appendix 
No. IV to these rules, and sliall at once suppl.v water. 

12. ^ Kharif season leases. —If a lease for wliich an a])i>lication has 
been filed for a term of years is not concluded for any reasons and water 
has been supplied under a covering permit, the lease shall be treated 
as a kharif season lease and water rates (diarged in o( cordance with item 
2 of the schedule of rates. 

Kharif season leases may be grunted within the areas set apart for 
long leases but holders of kharif season leases will not be entitled to 
water until the demands of the long-leased area have been met or there 
is surplus water. The rates to be paid will be in accordance with item 2 
of the schedule of mtes. These leases will expire on the Hist of October 
each year. _ Applications for kharif season leases may be presented to 
the Subdivisional Canal Officer or to the Sectional Officer. They must 
be in the form given in Appendix V to these rules. The permit for 
the supply of water in the form given in Appendix VI to tliese rules 
will be granted by the Subdivisional Canal Officer. 

13. Singlo watering laasas. —Appli(^ations for a single watering 
during the klmrif season, may be entertained if water is available, after 
meeting the demand for the areas leased for a term of years. The 
applications may be presented at the Subdivisional Canal office or to the 
Sectional Officer. They must be in the form given in Appendix No. VII 
to these rules. 

The application must be for a definite block and the signatures of 
the applicants must cover areas aggregating not less tlian four-fifths of 
the irrigable lands in the block. 

If the Subdivisional Officer is able to supply water and accepts the 
®PpLc®fion he will require the applicants to pay in advance one-half 
of the anioi^nt due on the areas entered in the application at the rate 
specified in the schedule of rates, and on this sum being jiaid he will 
at once issue a permit in the form given in Appendix No. VIII to these 
rules and will supply water. When the Watering has been concluded 
tile arra actually irrigated shall be determined and the assessment shall

14* M880I1 iMttMa— Applications for water to irrigate spring 

nee or other crops excluding sumreane between November and March 
inclusive, may be presented at the Subdivisional Oanal office or to the 
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Sectional Officer. They must be in the form given in Appendix No. IX 
to these rules. 

.In the applications the areas for which water is required must be 
specified but the rate will be charged on those areas for which water is 
actually used as determined by measurement. 

The permit in tiie form given in Appendix X to these rules will be 
granted by the Subdivisional Canal Officer if he is able to supply the 
water. 

15. Sugaroane aaason leases.^ —Applications for water to irrigate 

sugarcane between the 1st November and the .list March inclusive may 
be jiresented to the Subdivisional Cana] Officer or to the Sectional 
Officer. They must be in' the form given in Appendix XI to these 
rules. • 

In the applications the areas for which* water is required must be 
specified but the rate will be charged on these areas for which water 
is actually uasd as determined by measurement. The permit in the 
form given dn Appendix XII to those rules will be granted by the 
Subdivisional Canal Officer if he is able to supply the water. 

16. Single waterings in the*hot weather. —If water is available in 
the hot weather months it will be supplied in single waterings for the 
irrigation of any crop between 1st April and 14th June on tJie receipt 
of applications in form given in Appendix XIII Jo these riiles: the 
Subdivisional Canal Officer will issue the permit in the form given in 
Appendix XIV to these rules. 

17. Supply of water. —The Divisional Canal Officer shall control 
the supply of water throughout the division in his charge. 

No water shall be supplied to any lands except such as have been 
brought under a lease for a term of years or for the season, or to such 
as are provided for by a covering lease or by a lease for a single 
watering. 

18. Under the forms of Irrigation lease in use, no snecific supply 
of water is promised: but the undertaking is to give such a supply to 
each lessee as may be necessary for the lands leased. The supply shall 
be given, as may be required" for the proper cultivation of the crops 
under irrigation, according to the exigencies of the season. 

19. The Divisional Canal Officer will give the required supply by 
rotation in accordance with the sanctioned tatil table and map where 
such exists. He is required Ho give the lessees written notice informing 
them of the periods when they will be supplied with water. No 
alteration is permitted in the table of rotation without the written sanc¬ 
tion of the Superintending Engineer. 

20. Colleotion of wator^rates. —The rates due for water supplied 
shall be collected by the Hevoniie Officer through his staff of Zilladars, 
Tahsildars and peons. All khatians or demand statements shall Ite 
signed by the Itevenue Officer after scrutiny in his office. 

21. At the time of preparation of the khatian in the Zilladar’s office, 
each person assessed shall oe furnished with an extract from the assess¬ 
ment paper, showing the particulars of the.charge against him._ This 
extract shall be furnished mi such form as may from time to time be 
approved for the purpose. 

22. Each person on paying the sum due from him shall be given 
a receipt in the form prescribed for the purpose. 
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23. For the purposes of account, control over establishment and 
(general administration, the Bevenue Officer is in the position of an 
Executive Engineer in charge of a division, and is directly subordinate 
to the Superintending Engineer. In regard to any proceeding taken 
under the Bengal Public Demands Recovery Act, 1913, the Revenue 
Officer is subject to the control of the Collector of the district. 

24. Unauthorised use of water and waste of water. —^If it is neces¬ 
sary to take action under the provisions of sections 79 and 80 of the Act, 
proceedings shall be instituted only under the direct and special order 
of Ihe Divisional Canal Officer. The primary record of the facts regard¬ 
ing the unauthorised use or the waste of water shall be made by the 
Siibdivisional Canal Officer and his subordinates. The parties whom it 
is proposed to assess shall be informed in writing, and shall be called 
on to show cause why fhey should, not be assessed. The record of their 
statements shall he made by the Divisional or by the Subdivisional Canal 
Officer. The Divisional Canal Officer shall consider the facts and state¬ 
ments recorded, and shall, in deciding the case, give his reasons for or 
against the assessment, both as regards the facts and a;> regards the 
law; and he shall determine the rate to be charged in accordance with 
the provision in the schedule of rates' attached to these rules. 

25. Should the Divisional Canal Officer decide on making an 
assessment, he shall have the assessment papers prepared by the 
Subdivisional Canp.1 Officer and his staff. Each person assesBed shall 
be furnished with a statement of the charge against him, and an 
abstract of the demand or khatian shall be sent to the Revenue Officer, 
who shall proceed to recover the sums assessed. The period of one month 
within which an appeal may be presented to the Collector under section 
91 of the Bengal Irrigation Act, 1876 (hereinafter referred to as the 
Act) shall count from the date on which the order of the Divisional 
Canal Officier is received by the person assessed, which date shall be 
endorsed on the order. 

26. No proceedings shall be instituted if the unauthorised use or 
the waste of water have occurred through the act or neglect of a Canal 
Officer or a subordinate employed on the canal. 

27. Complaints and applications. —All complaints or applications 
with respect to the supply of water, defective drainage, and generally 
all matters relating to the administration of the canals, shall be received 
on presentation at either the Divisional or Subdivisional Canal offices. 

Complaints and applications received by a Divisional Canal Officer 
may be transferred to his Subdivisional Canal Officers for disposal at 
his discretion. 

Any such complaints or applications, if presented to the Revenue 
Officer or.to his staff, shall be returned endorsed with instructions as 
to the proper office at which to present them. If received by post, they 
shall be at once forwarded to the Divisional or Subdivisional Canal 
Officer. 

28. Complaints or applications with respect to corrections of the 
assessment, the actions of the amine in assessing and the actions of the 
Tahsildars and other stuff employed ip collection shall be received at 
the office of the Revenxe Officer, or at the .Zilladars’ offices. 

29. _ Receipts in the prescribed form shall be given at all offices for 
complaints or applications presented. The receipt of all complaints and 
applications shall be recorded in registers to be kept for that purpose^ 
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30. The officer receivin^f the complaint or application shall either 
make a personal enquiry into the matter or he shall nominate in writings 
some responsible person to hold the enquiry. 

31. The orders passed on all complaints pr applications shall be in 

writinff, and a copy o'f ^ery order shall be furnished to the complainant 
or ap^icant. * 

The copy of an order may be sent by registered post if this is con- 
Tuuient. 

The period within which an appeal may be presented under sectioir 
91 of the Act shall be reckoned from the date on which the copy of the 
order is received by the person. 

32. When an appeal to the Collector is from the order of a Sub- 

divisional Canal Officer, the records of the proceedings shall be obtained 
through the Divisional Canal Officer, who may endorse such reiuarks 
as he may think desirable, provided that he does not thereby detain the 
proceedings. • . 

In all cases in which an appeal against an assessment is preferred to 
the Collector, he may, if he thinks fit, direct that the collection of water- 
^ates bo suspended till tiie appeal is.disposed of. 

33. The Divisional Canal Officer is emijowored to revise the pro¬ 

ceedings of his Subdivisioual Canal Officers, and the Superintending 
Engineer is empowered to call for and to revise the proceedings of all 
officers under his control. • 

34. Remissions and alterations of demands. —Whenever the crop 
on any laud entitled to a supply of water suffers material injury from 
an insufficient supply of water, or from any interruption in the supply 
of water, remission of the rate duo on such crop shall he given by the 
Divisional Canal Officer, provided that the person claiming such remis¬ 
sion shall havo applied for it not less than 15 days before the reaping 
of the crop. 

35. On the occasion of lands being brought under a lease for a 

term of years, the Divisional Canal Officer is empowered to remit the 
rates for the first season on those fields which from the nature of the 
cultivation then obtaining, or from other causes, have not in that season 
derived any benefit from the supply of canal water. , 

36. Should the crop on lands under lease for a term of j'ears suffer 
material injury from excess of water due to deficient drainage, the Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer may grant remission of the rates due on such lands 
in whole or in part, provided that the person asking for remission shall 
have applied at least 15 days before the reaping of the croi>. 

37. Revisions of the assessment required in consequence of laud 
under lease being left uncultivated or of land being appropriated for 
purposes other than cultivation shall be made under the orders of 
Divisional Canal Officer. 

38. Revision of the assessment required in consequence of inisorrect 
entries of the names of occupants of lands under lease or of incorrect 
entries of areas or amounts in the assessment papers, or required by 
changes in the occupation of lands shall be made under the orders of 
the Revenue Officer, provided that no change involving any increase 
or decrease in the totol area under lease for a term of years shall be made 
without the concurrence of the JLlivisioual Canal Officer. 

39. Remissions of water-rates on account of injury to the crops 
caused by inundation, blight, storms or any extraordinary cause or for 
any other reason will only be allowed under the special orders of the 
Local Government. 
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40. Irrecoverable demands. —The Superiotendinf^ Engineer is 
empowered to sanction the writing-off of those demands which are 
reported, after due enquiry by tho Revenue Officer, as irrecoverable 
owing to the poverty of tlie defaulter or his successors in case of his 
death, or owing to the defaulter having absconded. 

41. Cultivators’ representatives. —Whenever the preliminary appli¬ 
cation for a lease for a terra of years has been approved by the Divisional 
Canal Officer, the Revenue Oliicer shall, with the concurrence of the 
Subdivisional Canal Officer, select as representative of the cultivators a 
'suitable person or persons who shall generally be acceptable to the 
cultivators and who shall each have a direct interest in the land for 
which the lease is executed. 

42. The person^ or persons so selected shall be required to give 
assistance to the Caiial Officers in respect of the following matters: — 

(t) In the preparation of the applications for leases. 

(it) In the measureiuent of tlie irrigated lands. 

(Hi) In recording the names of tho occupiers of tlie holdings. 

(iv) In receiving dorauiul statements and distributing to the culti' 
vators the individual notiiais of assessment. 

(r) In attending, when re(]uirud, at enquiries into complaints. 

(vi) In reporting to the Zilladars any changes in the occupancy of 

lands under lease. 

(vii) In assisting the Tahsildar in c.ollecting rates. 

43. For such assistance the cultivators’ representative or representa¬ 
tives shall be entitled to free irrigation of the lands in his or in their 
own occupation, which may lie within the boundaries of the leased area 
subject to a total limit of 3 per cent, of the area assessed. The Revenue. 
Officer may disallow in whole or in part this free irrigation, and may 
recover the rates which would otherwise have been payable in whole 
or in part if the assistancie specified in rule 42 has not been efficiently 
rendered. The reasons for such disallowance shall be recorded in 
writing. 

44. The Revenue Officer shall maintain in his office a register con¬ 
taining a record of the names of all representatives and of the areas of 
free irrigation allowed to each. 

45. Applicants for single waterings for season leases shall be 
required to nominate one of their number who must have a substantial 
interest in the land to be irrigated as their rejirescntative. The 
representative so nominated shall perform the same duties as stated in 
rule 42.and shall receive Tenmneration on the same si;alc as in rule 43. 

46. Power to ilecline or cancel leases. —Slmuld it be proved, after 
due enquiry, that the supply of water given to any leased area is 
habitually wasted or used for the irrigation of lands not under lease, 
it shall be competent for the Superintending Engineer to direct that the 
lease shall be cancelled with effect from the Ist of June next following. 
The order to'cancel a lease shall be passed before the 1st of April of the 
year in which it is to tpke effect. 

47. The Superintending Engineer may give directions to the 
Divisional Canal Officer to decline applications for irrigation leases of 
lands in villages where there has been persistent difficulty in realizing 
the water-rates, until all arrears have been paid. 
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He may further suspend, or altogether cancel, any leases for a term 
of years, if on the Ist June of any year, water-rates to the extent of 
•half the demand for one year are in arrears. Previous notice of inten¬ 
tion to put this rule in force shall be i^iven not later than the 15th 
April preceding., * 

48. Tanks nJay be filled with canal water without charge, wherever 
water can be made available without injury to the cultivation dependent 
on a canal under the following conditions: — 

I. No tank shall be filled unless the water is to be used* exclu¬ 

sively for domestic purposes or for watering cattle. 

II. No tank shall be filled from which irrigation is practised. 

III. No tank shall filled which intercepts any lino of drainage 
or is liable to overflow, from tjie ^cumulation of water from 
natural causes. 

IV. No tank shall be filled except on the written order of the 
^ubdivisional Canal Officer issued on the written application 

• of the persons concerned. 

V. No tank shall be filled unless the channel used to convey water 

to it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the Subdivisional 
Canal Officier to be in a sound condition when the application 
is made. 

VI. The privilege here accorded may, by the written order of the 

Subdivisional Canal Officer, be suspended for twelve months 
for the breach of any of the above rules. 

49. Except when a public right of way exists, no person shall, 
without the permission expressed in writing of the Divisional or Sub- 
divisional Canal Officei-, pass himself or cause any animal or vehicle to 
pass, on or across any of the works, banks or channels of a canal or 
drainage work which is part of the canal system except by means of sucb 
bridges, fords and ferries as may have been provided for the purpose. 

Any person who, after due warning, commits a breach of this rule 
may be jiroceeded against under section 93, clause (.9) of the Act. 

50. The use of any part of the banks or berms of any canal, drainage 
work which is part of the canal system, or flood embankment which is 
subject to the ])rovisions of the Act, as a place for relieving the calls 
of nat\ire is prohibited. Any person who after due warning commits 
a breach of this rule may be proceeded against under section 93, clause 
(.9) of the Act.

•51. "When tanks which are used both for irrigation and domestic 
]>urpo8es are filled with canal water, a charge at the rate of rupee one 
will be made for each 10,000 cubic feet or part of 10,000 c\ibic feet 
of water supplied.

1. Lease for a term of years. —The country served by llie Ganiodar 

an 1 Kden Canals (hereafter emailed the Damodar Canal) shall be nia]>ped 
out into blnc.ks of c.onveiiient size in aci:ordance with the features of 
the ground, natural or artificial. So far as may lie (iractii-.T.ble, the 
blocks shall be separated by drainage lines. This shall be 

done by the Subdivisional Canal Otficitirs nrulei- the 

gnitiaiice and conti-ol of the Divisional Canal Officer. 

2. Kacli block formed undei- i-ule 1 shall he inimhered and recordetl 
with its gross and irrigable areas in registers to be iiiaiiitaijied by the 
Siibdivisional Canal Officers. The bhieks shall also be marked onrmaps 
to be maintaijied b.y srirli officers. 

.3. Lieases for not more than seven .years may be graiiteil for the

23. For tlie purposes of account, control over establishment and 
greneral administration, the Revenue Officer is in the position of an 
Executive Enprineer in charpe of a division, and is directly subordinate 
to 'the Sui»erinteudinpr Enffineer. In regard to any proceedings taken 
under the Bengal Public Demands Recovery Act, 1913, the Revenue 
Officer is subject t^tho control of the Collector of tlie district. 

24. Unauthoris^ usa of watiw and waste of waiter. —^If it is neces¬ 
sary to take action under the provisions of setdions 79 and 80 of the 
proceedings sliall bo instituted only under the direct atsd special order 
of the Divisional Canal Officer. The primary record t>f the facts regard¬ 
ing the unauthorised use or the waste of water shall be made by the 
Siibdivisional Canal Officer and his subordinates. The parties whom it. 
is proposed to assess shall be informed in writing, and shall be <ialle<l 
on to show cause why they should iiqI be assessed. The record of tlieJj' 
statements shall be made by the Divisional oi'by the Subdivisional t’linal 
Officer. The Divisional Canal Officer shall consider the facts and state¬ 
ments recorded, and shall, in deciding the case, give his reasons for or 
against the assessment, both as regards the facts and as regards the 
law; and he shall determine the rate to be charged in accordance with 
llio provision in the sc.hedule of rates attached to these rules. 

25. Should the Divisional Canal Officer decide on making an 
assessment, he shall have the assessment papers prepared by tlie 
Subdivisional Canal Officer and his staff. Each person assessed shall 
be furnished with a statement of the charge against him, and an 
abstract of the demand or khatian shall be sent to the Revenue Officer, 
who shall proceed to recover the sums assessed. The period of one month 
within whiidi an appeal may be jiresented to the Collector under section 
91 of the Bengal Irrigation Act, 1876 (hereinafter referred to ns the 
Act) shall count from the date on which the order of the Divisional 
Canal Offii’cr is re<reivcd by the person assessed, which date shall be 
endoi-sed on the order. 

26. No proceedings shall be instituted if the unauthorised use or 
the waste of water have occurred through the act or neglec;! of a Canal 
Officer or a subordinate employed on the canal. 

27. Complaints and applications. —All connilaints or ap]dioation.s 
with respect to the supply of water, defective drainage, and generally 
all matters relating to the administration of the canals, shall be rp<!eived 
on presentation at either the Divisional or Subdivisional (’anal offices. 

Complaints and applications received by a Divisional Canal Officer 
may be transferred to his Subdivisional Canal Officers for disposal at 
his discretion. 

Any such complaints or applications, if presented to the Revenue 
Officer or to his staff, shall be returned endorsed with instructious as 
to the proper office at which to present them. If received by post, they 
shall be at once forwarded to the Divisional or Subdivisional Canal 
Officer. 

28. Complaints or applications with respect to corrections of the 
assessment, the actions of the amins in assessing and the actions^ of the 
'J’absildars and oilier staff employed in collection shall be received at 

the office of the Revenue Officer, or at the Zilladars’ offices. 

* 

29. Receipts in the prescribed form shall be given at all eifjices for 
(fomplaints or applications presented. The receipt of all complaints and 
appUcatiouB shall be recorded in registers to be kept for that purpose. 
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30. The officer receiTiag the complaiat or application shall either 
make a personal enquiry into the matter or_he shall nominate in writinj; 
some responsible person to hold tlie enquiry. 

31. The orders passed on all complaints or applications shall be in 

wrilinff, and a copy of every^order shall bo furnished to the complainant 
or applicant. / 

The copy of an order may be sent by registered post if this is con¬ 
venient. 

The period within which an appeal may be presented under section 
91' of the Act shall be reckoueil from the date on which the copy of the 
ordei- is received by llie pei’son. 

32. When an appeal to the Collector is from the order of a Sub- 
divisiomil Canal Officer, the records of the proceedin>?s siiull be obtained 
throuffli the llivisiount Canal Officer, wlio may endorse such remarks 
as he iiio.y tiiink desirable' provided that he does not thereby detain the 
proceeding’s. 

In aH cases in wliich an appeal against an assessmeuk is preferred to 
the Collector, ho may, if he thinks fit, direct that the collection of water- 
rates bo suspended till tlie appeal is disposed of. 

33. The Divisional Canal Oflieen is omimwered to revise the pro¬ 
ceedings of his Subdivisiomil Canal Officers, and the Superintending 
Engineer is empowered to call for and to revise the proc-eedings of all 
officers under his control. 

34. Remissions and alterations of demands. —AVhenover the crop 
on any land entitled to a supply of water suffers material injury from 
an insufficient supply of water, or from any iuterruptioii in the supply 
of water, remission of the rate due on such crop shall he given by the 
Divisional Canal Officer, provided that the person claiming such remis¬ 
sion shall have applied for it not less tlian 15 days before the reaping 
of the crop. 

3.5. On the occasion of lauds being brought under a lease for a 
term of years, the Divisional Canal Officer is empowered to remit the 
rates for the first season on those’fields which from the nature of the 
(!ultivation then obtaining, or from other causes, have not in that season 
derived any benefit from the supply of canal 'water. 

36. Should the croji on lands under lease for a term of years suffer 
material injury from excess of water due to deficient drainage, (he Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer may ^rant remission of the rates due on such lauds 
in whole or in part, provided that the person asking for remission shall 
have applied at least 15 days before the reaping of the crop. 

37. Revisions of the assessment required in consequence of land 
under lease being left uncultivated or of land being appropriated for 
purposes other than cultivation shall be made under the orders of 
Divisional Catial Officer. 

>38. Revision of the assessment remiired in consequence of incorrect 
entries of the names of occupants of lands under lease or of incorrect 
entries of areas or amounts in the assessment papers, or required by 
changes.in the occupation of lands shall be made under the orders of 
the Revenue Officer, provided that no change' involving any increase 
or decrease in the total area under lease for.a term of years shall be made 
without the concurrence qf the Divisional Canal Officer. 

39. Remissions of water-rates on account of injury to the crops 
caused by inundation, blight, storms or any extraordinary cause or for 
any other reason will only ue allowed under the special orders of the 
Local Government. 
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40. I rracoverable demands. —The Superin ten diDf* Enf^incer is 
empowered to sanction the writing-off of those demands which ere 
reported, after due enquiry by the Revenue Officrer, as irrecoverable 
owing to the poverty of the defaulter or his smrijessors in case of his 
death, or owing to the defaulter having absconded. 

41. Cultivatont’ representatives. —Whenever the preliminary appli¬ 
cation for a lease for term of years lias been approved by the Divisional 
Canal Officer, the Revenue Officer shall, with the concurrence of the 
Subdivisional Canal Officer, select as representative of the cultivators a 
suitable person or persons wlio shall generally be acceptable to tlie 
(iultivators and who shall each have a direct interest in the land for 
wliich the lease is executed. 

42. The person or persons so selected sliall b«> required to give 
assistance to the Canal Officers in respect of the following matters; — 

(») In the preparation of the applications,for leases. 

(w) In the measurement of tlie irrigated lands. 

(/w) In recarding the names of the occupiers of the holdiirgs. 

(iv) In receiving demand statements and distributing to the culti¬ 
vators the individual notices of assessment. 

(r) In attending, when required, at enquiries into complaints. 

(vi) In reporting to the Zilladars any changes in tlio occupancy of 

lands under lease. 

(vii) In assisting tlie ^rahsildar in <‘,ollecting rates. 

43. For such assistance the cultivators’ representative or representa¬ 
tives shall be entitled to free irrigation of the lands in his or in their 
own occupation, which may lie within the boundaries of the leased area 
subject t.o a total limit of 3 j)er cent, of the area assessed. Tlie Revenue 
Officer may disallow in whole oi- in jiart this free irrigation, and may 
reciiver the rates wliich would otherwise have been payable in whole 
or in part if the assistance sjiecified in rule 42 has not been efficiently 
rendered. The reasons for such disallowance shall be recorded in 
writing. 

44. The Revenue Officer shall maintain in his office a register con¬ 
taining a record of the names of all representatives and of-the areas of 
free irrigation allowed to each. 

45. Applicants for single waterings for season leases shall be 
required lo nominate one of their number who must have a substanfial 
interest in the land to be imrignted as their representative. The 
representative so nominated shall perform the same duties as stated in 
rule 42 and shall receive remuneration on the same scale as in rule 43. 

4(i. Power to decline or cancel lease^ —l^hould it be proved, after 
diio euejuiry, that the supply of W'ater given to any leased area is 
habitually wasted or used for the irrigation of lands not under lease, 
it shall be <'ompetent for the Superintending Engineei to direct that the 
lease shall be cancelled with effect from the 1st of June ne.xt following. 
The order to cancel a lease shall he ]>ussed before the Ist of April of the 
year in whitdi it is to take effect. 

47. The Superintending Engineer may give directions to the 
Divisional Oanel Officer to decline applications for irrigation leases of 
lands in villages where there has been persistent difficulty in realizing 
the water-rates, until all arrears have been paid. 
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He further suspend, or altog'ether cancel, any leases for a term 

of years, if on the 1st June of any year, water-rates to the extent of 
half the demand for one year are in arrears. Previous notice of inten¬ 
tion to put this rule in force shall be piven not later than the 15th 
Ajiril preceding. 

48. Tanks may be filleil with canal water without charge, wherever 
water can be made available without injury to the Cultivation dependent 
on a canal under the following conditions: — 

T. No tank shall be filled unless the water is to be used exclu¬ 
sively for domestic purposes or for watering cattle. 

II. No tank shall be filled from which irrigation is practised. 

• III. No tank shall be filled which intercejits any line of drainage 
or is liable to overfiow fr«)m the accumulation of water from 
natural causes. 

TV. No tank shall, be filled except on the written order of the 
Subdivisional Canal Offit'.er issued on the written application 
of the persons concerned. 

V. No tank shall be filled unless the channel used to convey water 

to it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer to bo in a sound condition when the application 
is made. 

VI. The privilege here accorded may, by the written order of the 

Subdivisional Canal Officer, be suspended for twelve months 
for the breach of any of the above rules. 

49. Except when a public right of way exists, no person shall, 
without the permission expressed in writing of the Divisional or Sub¬ 
divisional (!!annl Officer, pass himself or cause any animal or vehicle to 
pass, on or acros.s any of the works, banks or cdiunncls of a canal or 
drainage work which is part of the canal system except by means of such 
bridges, fords and ferries as may have been provided for the purpose. 

Any person who, after due warning, commits a breach of this rule 
may be proceeded against under section 93, clause (.9) of the Act. 

50. The use of any part_of the banks or berms of any canal, drainage 
work which is part of the cmnal system, or flood embankment which is 
subject to the provisions of the Act, as a place for relieving the emails 
of nature is prohibited. Any person who after due warning commits 
a breach of this rule may be proceeded against, under section 93, clause 
{fh of the Act. 

51. TV^hen tanks which are used both for irrigation and domestic 
7 )urposos are filled with canal water, a charge at the rate of rupee one 
will be made for each 10,000 cubic feet or part of 10,000 cubic feet 
of water supplied. 

The Divisional Canal f)ffii;er may sujiply water for manufacturing 
f>r other purposes and charge for the same at the rate of Rs. 2 for “each 
10,000 cubic feet or part of 10,000 cubic feet of water suj)plied. The 
same c;harge will be made if water is taken into a tank witluiut authority 
or used in an unauthorised manner. 

. 52. No officer'employed on the canals, unless especially exempted 
by the Governor in Council from the operation of this rule, shall have 
any interest ill the dis.trib.ution of .water from anv of the canals or 

f iurchaso or bid for any Government property sold thereon either in 
lis own name or in the name of another, or jointly, or in shares with 
othern.

Character of the season. —As indicated in 
the second forecast, the weather was generally 
favourable during the early stages and also 
during the period of growth. Subsequently 
at the time of harvest also the condition was 
satisfactory except in the important district 
of Dinajpur where untimely rainfall m 
November caused some damage to the crop. 


Acreage. —The total urea planted is esti¬ 
mated at 233,200 acres this year as against 
233,400 acres last year. 

Outturn. —According to the estimates of the 
])is(rict Ollicers, the average outturn ot the 
ei-oT) for tlie province wt>rl«s out at 04 iM*r cent, 
of the nemiul this year as ugninst 86 per cent, 
last year. 

Taking 66-2/6 rnaunds ns the norma] yield 
of cane gnr per acre., the gross outturn for the 
]troviiice is estimated at 464,200 tons this year 
ns against 272,800 tons last year. 

Other sources of gur. —Tlie total (junntity 
ot gur likely to be obt.uined from date-palm 
juie.e and others is estimated at 102,900 tons 
this year as against 103,400 tons Inst year. 

The quantity of gur for the piovince from 
all sources is thus estimated at 567,100 tons 
this year as against 376,200 tons last year.

ifr. E. O. Shehheare was in eharfre of the Northeip Oircle except 
for ijiie month dnriup' his ahsence on leave when Mr. A. K. Olasson 
held charge. Mr. J. H. I/yall was in charge of the Southern Circle 
throughout the year. 

2. The foreword to the report depicts the state of a£rair.s prevailing 
in the Forest Department during the year under report. Owing to 
the general depression and the fall in the demand for timber and forest 
produ<-e, the Northern Circle ran at a loss of Its. 91,19G and a deficit 
was uarrowlv averted hv the Southern Circle making a profit of 
Hs. 1,25.212. 

•3. Tin* scheme for the formation of ranges in the Snndarhans 
Forest Division has hecn given effeid, to and three motor launches out 
of the five motor launches nei'essary for the five Ranges were completed 
rlnring the year. The cost of maintaining the launches and flats at 
Rundarhans Division caim* to Rs. .58,132 as against Its. 55,005 in the 
jirevious year. The Range scheme is an imperative np<'essity in order 
to prevent continual decline of revenue and gradual depletion of the 
Suiidarhans Forests, which in the last normal year 1929-30, pi’oduced 
a gross revenue of no less than Rs. 8-98 lakhs out of a total of 
Rs. .30-.52 lakhs for the whole of Bengal. The financial situation and 
the great fall in forest income, however, have unfortunately prevented 
expenditure on many other profitable, schemes. 

4. Araa, —The area of reserved forests increased from 6,.506 to 
6,561 s(|uare miles. The increase was in the Chittagong and Cox’s 
Bazar Divisions. The area of protected and umdassed forests remained 
unaltered. The total are'a of forests thus increased from 10,624 to 
10,679 sqauie miles.or 13 •90 per cent, of the total area of the Presi- 
denc.v. 

In the Northern Circle th) new reserv;jilions were made during the 
.vear. In the Southern Circle the areas finally settled were 36 square 
miles in additirm to 19 sf|uare miles decla7‘ed in the previous year. 
Dtiring the y^ar demarcation of 141 miles of exterior boundaries of 
new reserves in the Chittagong and Cox's Bazar Divisions was com¬ 
pleted at a cost of Its. 6,646. The toimgraphical surve.v of the Tri¬ 
pura State undertaken by the Surve.v of India to settle the dispute 
with that State about the boundary of the Maini Head Water Reserve 
in the Chittagong Hill Tracts is expected to be carried out in 1932-33. 

The Survey of India did not survey any forest areas during the 
year. The preparation of 4" photographic enlargements of forest 
maps in Northern Bengal n-as in progress. 

Only Rs. 6,000 was spent on construction of roads and bridges 
against Rs. 12,000 in the previous year. The total expenditure in¬ 
curred on the construction of new buildings was Rs. .34,910 against 
Rs. 26,636 in the previous year. The cost of repairs to buildings was 
Rs. 46,200 against Rs. 43,100 in 1930-31. 
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5- Working planis, —The revised workiiin' plaus for tlie I)ar.jeeHii]|? 
and Buxa Divisions were suiietionecl durinf^ the year. Tlio working 
plan for the K-Urseong; Division is ready for print. The revised w'ork- 
plan lor the forests of the Sundarhans Division was sanetioned 
after tHo elosc* of the year, t)ut the prescriptious were hroufjht into 
effect from tlie 1st Api’il 1931. 'I'he pi'eseriptions of the workiiiff plans 
were followed as far as ciri'ninstances jiennitted and all deviations 
were duly .sanctioned. 


G. Utilisation. —Departmental operations were i-arried on in the 
Kurseong-, Jnlpaig-uri and Duxu Divisions. In the Kuraeong Division 
owing to heavy wiiul-falls caused by eyeloiie sal was extraeted depart- 
mentally on a larger scale than usual. In the Jalpaiguri aud Iluxa 
Divisions departmental _^operHtions were reduced owing to the slump 
in the tiinhor market ahcf the decrease in the demand of railways for 
sleepers. ‘ •> 

The sale of round sal timber at the (iovernmeiit Timber Depot, at 
Siliguri decreased from 21.077 i-. ft. to 20,789 c. ft, Imt the sale of 
sawn sal increased hy ahoiif 8,0t)t) <\ ft., and in spite of considerable 
reductions in sale-prices the gross revenno dollocted on mill aci-onnt 
increased hy nearly Its. 11,000. I'fie trading account of the Siliguri 
Saw mill, however, showed a loss of H.s. 982 on the year’s working.^ 
This result is» due to writing down of stock and to dcfeotiv».jUU* im- 
saleahle log^ sujijilied to (he mill ha^’ing been valued at theTiighest 
market rate.s for good selected timber. 

7. In accordance with the ferms of the supplementary agreeiiieiit 
with the India I'aper I’lup Co.. Tj(d., (he puhlic were alloweil (o 
extract bamhmis from the Kassaloiig Deserve in the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts Division. I’hc royultv realised from them was was Rs. l€S,445 
or Rs. 8,44o more than the niiniuniin royalty of Rs. 10,000 payable by 
the CoTiijiany under the agreement. 

8. Natural calamities.-- Foi- the second your ill succession serious 
damage was caused hy a cyclone in the Northern Circle. This year 
the Sevoke blocks oi tlie Knrseong Division sufferial. It was estimated 
that alxiiit four lakhs of I'uhic feet of sal wei-e blown down and that 
there was another lakh of cnhic feet in the trees which were dying as 
the result of torn luji-roots. 


9. Outturn, revenue and expenditure. —There was a further fall 
in the outturn of various kinds of foiest. ])roduce. The revenue, 
expeiulit.ui'e and surplus during the year, compared with the ])rcvious 
year, are shown below:— '

'J’he iin-rease in expenditure is in the Southern 
Circle and is mainly due to the payment of 60 per cent, overhead 
charges for the repair of launches :it the Government Dockyard, Nara- 
yunganj, and the eonstruetioii of boats and dinghis and the purchase 
of launches for the Range scheme in the Sundarbaiis Division. 

10. The total value of the sale.s of forest priMluee during the year 
amounted to Rs. 12,78,704 against Rs. 18,07,827 in the previous year, 
showing a decrease in sales of Rs. 6.29,123. The value of forest pro¬ 
duce granted free of royalty was Rs. 00,721 against Rs. 56,317 of the 
previous year. 

11. The total value of minor produce disfiosed of at. scheduled 
rates amounted to Rs. 6,18,222 against Rs. 5,69,110 in the previous 
year. 

Three rhinoceros horns weighing 279 tolas in all were sold for 
Rs. 3,139 during the year. The attempt to find a market for horitMki 
(Terminulia (^hebulal, avilnki (Alhizzia stipulata), balicm ('I'erminalia 
balerica) and ritha (Sapindus einargiiiatusi has not been successful. 

12. The total outstanding revenue at the close of the year was 
Rs. 2,53,365 against Rs. 3,11,051 in 1930-31. Although the Southern 
Circle showed much improvement, the outstandings in the Northern 
Circle increased owing to the slump in the tiniher market and the con- 
aequent difficulty of realising dues from puicha.sers. 
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13. The total number of elcphuutH on the stock list in the two 
Circles at the close of the year was 25 including two calves. One 
elephant in the Southern Circle died during' the year. 

In the Northern Circle four yiersona were killed by tigers and one 
forest guard was severely wounded by a wild l>oar in the Buxa Divi¬ 
sion. In the Sundarbanu Division of the Southern Circle, five persons 
were killed by tigers as compared with eight in the previous year. 
Three persons were killed by crocodiles. Rogue elephants killed five 
men and a tiger killed one in other divisions. Rupees 860 was paid 
as rewaids for killing six tigers. Rupees .350 was also paid as rewards 
by the Collector of the 24-Parganns for killing four tigers outside the 
Sundarbans Forest Division. The number of permits issued for shoot¬ 
ing deer in the Sundarbans Division was 43” ^gainst 161 in the previoue 
year.* Special measures were taken against ^rhinoceros poaching and 
an Act has been passed for protection of rhinoceros. Killing of deer 
by pai’ties of tea-garden coolies armed with Ikiws and ari'ows is report¬ 
ed .from Jalpaiguri Division. 

14. The I'ollection of tolls for fishing in the Sundarbans rivers in 
the district of Khulna was started from the 17th November 1931. The 
revenue coll«»ctioii of the Forest Depaitment fisam this source amounted 

.to.Ps. 3,489 daring the year. 

ih.- - The Bai kal revenue station in the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
Di vision was abolished from the 1st Seyitember 19.31, as the Govern¬ 
ment of Assam have re-opened from the 1st June 19.31 their revenue 
station at Bui'ahurina for collection ‘of revenue on forest produce 
removed from the Lushai Hills. 

The thanks of the Goveinor in (Council are due to Messrs. Shebbeare 
and Lynll for their successful administration of the forest circles and 
also to Mr. Glasson who officiated for a month as Conservator of 
Forests. Northern Circle. His Excellency in (Council also notices with 
pleasure the record of good worlf done by other ofilcers of the depart¬ 
ment mentioned in the report.

(Governor in Council intends Uj make, for the supply of water from the 
ernnbined Lainodar and Fiden Canal (to be (tailed the Daniodar Canal), 
is lioreby jmblished for the information of tUe persons likely to be 
iiffocted thereby. 

2. The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 20tb 
Febriiai-y 1933 and any objections or suggestions received by the iinder- 
signed before Chat diite will lie duly i-onsidered ;— • 

Draft rules and schedule of rates. 

1. Lease for a term of years. —The country served by the Dainodar 

anJ Kden Canals (hereafter culled the Dainodar (!anal) shall be mapped 
out into blocks of convenient size in accordance with the features of 
tlie ground, natural or artificial. So far as may b4 practicable, the 
blocks shall be sejiarated by drainage lines. This shall be 

done by the Subdivisional (junal Officers under the 

giiid.mcc and control of tlie Divisional Canal Officer. 

2 . JOacli bloc.k formed under rule 1 shall be numbered and rccoi'ded 
with its gross and irrigable ai'cas in registers to be maintained by tlie 
Subdivisional (hinal Officers. The blocks shall also be marked on inajis 
to be maintained by such officers. 

3. Deases for not more than seven years may be granted for the 
whole irrigable area of a block or for a definite p.art of a block under 
the following conditions: — 

I. Ordinarily the whole irrigable area of any village so far as 

situated within the block must be included in the lease. If 

the lands of a village within the block are divisible into two 
or more distinct parts which can be irrigated independently, 
a separate lease may be gmnted for each part. 

II. All leases witliin one lilock shall be .so granted that they shall 

expire on the same date. 

III. No lease shall be granted wlien the sux>ply of water must of 
necessity be delivered across an unleased area, exc.ej>t where 
a channel exists, which, in the oj>inion of the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer, will deliver water without waste across the 
unleased area. 

4. The Chief Engineer shall fix from time to time the gross area 
for which, and the limits of the canal within which, leases for a term 
of years may be granted. 

6 . !Maps of all_ villages in which leases bjive been taken for a term 
of years, or in which there is any prospect of such leases being taken, 
shall bo kept in the Subdivisional Canal offices. These maps shall be 
drawn to a scale 32" = 1 mile when such are available, and elsewhere to 
a scale 16''' = I mile. 
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0. Appli(MilioiiB for louf^ leaR«s for the irri^^ation of any crop between 
the loth June and tlie 3ist Marcli nnifit he filed by the let of September, 
after which applicatiouH for long leasee will not be received. The 
preliminary apiilication for a new lease for a term of years, or for the 
renewal of su(;h lease, shall be made in writing but may be of an 
informal nature. It may be presented and shall be received either at 
the Subdivisioiml or Sectional (’anal office; in the latter case the Sec- 
tioiial Officer shall forward it immediately to thcV Subdivisioiiul (/anal 
Officer. The Subdivisional Canal Officer, as soon as he has, by personal 
enquiry or by an enquiry made by the Sectional Officer, satisfied himself 
tfiht the laud in question constitutes a definite block or a definite part 
of a block and that it can be iirigated, shall at onc.e inform tlie I)ivi- 
sioual f^inal Officer giving sucii particulars as that officer may direct, 
and shall ask his formal approval to the lease being ju-oceeded with.

In the appli(^ations the areas for which water is required must be 
specified but the rate wilt be charged on these areas for which water 
is actually used as determined by measurement. The permit in the 
form given in A|)pendix XII io these r\iles will be granted by the 
Subdivisionul Canal Offi<!er if he is able to supjily the wate,. 

IG. Single waterings in the hot weather. —If water is available in 
the hot wealher months it will be supplied in single waterings for the 
irrigation of any crop between 1st April and 14tii .Tune on the rec.cipt 
of applications in form given in Appendix XT!I to these miles: the 
Suhdivisional Canal Officer will issue the permit in the form given in 
Appendix XIV to these rules. 

17. Supply of water. —The Divisional Canal Officer shall control 
the supply of water throughout the division in his charge. 

No water shall be supplied to any lantls except sucli as have been 
brought under a lease for a term of years or for the .season, or to such 
as ere provided for by a covering lease or by a lease for a single 
watering. 

18. Under the forms of Irrigation lease in use, no specific supply 
of water is promised : but the undertaking is to give such a supply t<i 
each lessee us may be necessary foi' the lands leased. The supply shall 
bo given, as may be required for the proper cultivation of the <;rops 
under irrigafion, according to the exigencies of the season. 

19. The Divisional Canal Officer will give the required sui»ply by 
rotation in accordance with the sanctioneil tatil table and map wbere 
such exists. He is required to give the lessees written notic;e informing 
them of the periods when they will be supplied with water. No 
alteration is permitted in the tabic of rotation without the written sanc¬ 
tion of the Superintending Engineer. 

20. Cofleotion of water-rates. —The rates due for water supplied 
shall be collected by the Revenue Officer through his staff of Zilladars, 
Tahsildars and peons. All khatinns or demand statements shall be 
signed by the Revenue Offic;er after scrutiny in his office. 

21. " At the time of preimratiou of the khatian in the Zilladar’s office, 
each person assessed shall be furnished with an extract from the assess¬ 
ment paper, showing the particulars of• the charge against him. This 
extract shall be furnished in such form as may from time to time lie 
approved for the purpose. 

22 . Each person on paying the sum due from him shall be given 
a receipt in the form prescribed for the purpose. 
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23. For the purposes of account, control over establishment and 
general administration, the Revenue Officer is in the position of an 
Executive Engineer in charge of a division, and is directly subordinate 
to the Superintending Engineer. In regard to any proceedings taken 
under the Bengal Public Demands Recovei'y Act, 1913, the Revenue 

Officer is subject to the control of the Collector of the district. 

• • 

24. Unauthorised use of water and waste of watter. —If it is neces¬ 
sary to take action under the provisions of sections 79 and 80 of tlie Ayl, 
proceedings shall be instituted only under the direct and special order 
of the Divisional Canal Officer. The primary record of the facts regard¬ 
ing the unauthorised use or the waste of water shall be made by the 
Rubdivisional Canal Officer and his subordinates. The parties whom it 
is proposed to assess shall be informed in writingii and shall be chilled 
on to show cause why they should not be assessed. Tlie record of their 
statements shall be made by the Divisional or by the Subdivisionul Canal 
Officer. The Di'^isional Canal Officer shall consider the facts and state¬ 
ments recorded, and shall, in deciding the case, give his reasons •for or 
against the assessment, both as regards the facts and as regards the 
hvw; and lie shall determine the rate to be charged in accordance with 
the provision in the schedule of rates attached to these rules. 

20. Should the Divisional Canal Officer decide on making an 
assessment, ho shall have the as.sessment pajiers jirepnred by the 
SubdivisionHl Canal Officer and his staff. Each person asse.ssed shall 
he furnished with a statement of the charge against him, and an 
ttbstmet. of the demand or khatian shall be sent to the Revenue Officei-, 
who shall jiroceed to recover the sums assessed. The period of one month 
.within which an appeal may be presented to the Collector undi'r section 
91 of the Bengal Irrigation Act, 187fi (hereinafter referred to as the 
Act) shall count from the date on which the order of the Divisional 
('anal Officer is received by the person a8se.s.sod, which date shall be 
endorsed on the order. 

26. No proceedings shall be instituted if the unaulhoriseil use nr 
the waste of water have occurred through the act or neglect of a Canal 
Officer or a subordinate employed on the canal. 

27. Complaints and applicationSi, —All complnints or appliontions 
with re-pect to the supply of water, defective drainage, and generallv 
all matters relating to the administration of the canals, shall be received 
on presentation at either the Divisional or Siihdivisional (tannl offices. 

Complaints and applications received by a Divisionol (’lanal Officer 
may be transferred to his Rubdivisional Canal Officers for disposal at 
his discretion. 

Any such complaints or applications, if presented to the Revenue 
Offic^er or to his staff, shall be returned endorsed with instructions as 
to the proper offiee at. which to present them. If received by post, they 
shall be at once forwarded to the Divisional or Rubdivisional Canal 
Officer. 

28. Coniidaints or applications with respect, to corrections of the 
assessment, the actions of the amius in assessing and the. actions of the 
Tahsildars and other staff employed in collection shall be received at 
the office of the Revenue Officer, or at the Zilladars’ oflii^es. 

29. Receipts in the prescribed form shall be given at all offices for 
complaints or applications presented. The receipt of all complaints and 
applications sliall be recorded in registers to be kept for that purpose. 
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30. The officer receiviugf the complaint or application shall either 
make a personal enquiry into the matter or he shall nominate in writinc; 
some responsible person to hold the enquiry. 

31. The orders passed on all complaints or applications shall be in 
writinjTj and a copy of evoty oriler shall be furnished to the complainant 
or applicant. 

The copy of an order may be sent by reg^istered post if this is con¬ 
venient. 

, ' The period within which an appeal may be presented under section 
91 of the Act shall be reckoned from the date on which the copy of the 
order is received by the person. 

32. When an appeal to the (>ollector is from the order of a Sub- 
divisional Canal Oifu'-er, the records of the proceeding's shall be obtained 
throuf^h the Divisional l^aual Ofti«5er, who may endorse such remarks 
as he may think desirable, provided that he does not thereby detain the 
proceedings. 

In all cases in which an appeal a^’ainst an assessment is preferred to 
the Collector, he may, if he thinks fit, direct that the collection of water- 
rates be suspended till the appeal is disposed of. 

33. The Divisional Ci’tial Offiber is empowered to revise the pro¬ 
ceeding's of his Subdivisional Canal Officers, and the Sujierintending 
Engineer is empowered 'to call for and to revise the jiroceedings of all 
offic.ers under his control. 

34. Remissions and alterations of demands. —Whenever the crop 
on any laud entitled to a supply of watoi' suffers material injury fr<im 
an insufficient supply of water, «jr from any inlerrtiption in the supply 
of water, remission of the rate due on such crop shall he given by the 
Divisional Canal Offic;er, provided that the person claiming such remis¬ 
sion shall have applied for it not less than 15 days before the reaping 
of the crop. 

35. On the oc€5«ision of lands being brought under a lease for a 
term of years, the Divisional Canal Offi«*,er is empowered to remit the 
rates for the first season on those fields which from the nature of the 
cultivation then obtaining, or from other esauses, have not in that season 
derived any benefit from the supply of canal water. 

36. Should the crop on laiids under lease for a term of years suffeu' 
material injury from excess of water due to «lefi<-.ient drainage, the Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer may grant remission of the rates due on such lands 
in whole or in part, provided that the j>erson asking for remission shall 
have ai>plied at least 15 days before the reaping of the crop. 

37. Revisions of the assessment required in conso<iuenf!e of land 
under letise being left uncultivated or of land being ap{>ropriated foi- 
purposes other than cultivation shall bo made under the orders of 
Divisional Canal Officer. 

38. Revision of the assessment reqiiired in couseejuenco of incorrect 
entries of the names of occupants of lands under lease or of in«!orrect 
entries of 'areas or amounts in the assessment jjajiers, or rejjuired by 
changes in the occupation of lantls sliall be made under the oiders of 
the Revenue Offic^er, jtrovided that no change involving any increase 
or decrease in the total area under lease; for a term of years shall bo made 
without the concurrence of-the Divisional Canal Officer. 

39. Remissions of water-rates on account of injury to the crops 
caused by inundation, blight, storms or any extraordinary cause or for 
any other reason will only be allowed under the special orders of the 
Local Government. 
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40. IrreOOVerable datnandB. —Tlio Superintending Engineer is 
empowered to sanction the writing-off of those demands which are 
reported, after duo enquiry by the Revenue Officer, as irrecoverable 
owing to the poverty of the defaulter or liis successors in <;ase of his 
death, or owing to the defaulter having absconded. 

41. CultivatOlf’ representatives. —Whenever the preliininary appli¬ 
cation for a lease for « term of years has been approved by the Divisional 
Canal Officer, tlio Revenue Officer shall, witli the concurrencie ,of tlie 
Subdivisional Canal Officer, select as representative of the c.ultivators a 
suitable person or persons who shall geiierally be acceptable to tlie 
c.ultivators and who shall each have a direct interest, in the land for 
which the lease is executed. 

42. The person or persons so selec.t.ed slft.ll be reqiiired to give 
.assistance to the Canal Officers in respect yf the following matters: — 

(/) In the preparation of the applications for leases. 

(m) In Hie measurement of the irrigated lands. 

(m) iTi recording the names of tlie occupiers of tlie holdings. 

(iv) In receiving denmnd statements and distributing to the culti¬ 

vators the individual notices of assessment. 

(v) In attending, when required, at enquiries into coni]daintB. 

(vi) In reporting to the Zilludars any changes, in the occupancy of 

lands under lease. 

(vii) In a.ssisting the Tahsildar in collecting mtc's. 

43. For such assistance the cultivators’ representative or represent-H- 
lives shall be entitled to free irrigation of tlie lands in his or in their 
own ocjcupntion, which may lie within the boundaries of the le.ased area 
subiect to a total limit of 3 per cent, of the area assessed. 'I’he Revenue 
Offic:er may disallow in whole or in part this free irrigation, and may 
recover the rates whicdi would otherwise have been payable in whole 
nr in part if the assistance specified in rule 42 has not been efficiently 
rendered. The reasons for such disallowance shall be recorded in 
writing. 

44. The Revenue Officor shall maintain in his office*a register con¬ 
taining a record of the names of all representatives and of the arc*as of 
free irrigation allowed to each. 

45. Applicants for single waterings for season leases shall he 
required to nominate one of their number who must have .a substantial 
interest in the land to be irrigated as their reprc^senlivtive. The 
repiesentalive so noinimited shall perform the same duties as stated in 
rule 42 and shall recseive lemimeration on the same scale as in rule 43. 

4(). Power to decline or cancel leases. —Should it be- proved, after 
due enquiry, that the supply of w.nter given to any leased area is. 
habitually wasted or used for the irrigation of hnids not under lease, 
it shall be competent for the Superintending Engineer to diiect that the 
le.asH shall he cancelled with effect from the Ist of .Tune next following. 
The order to cancel a lease shall be passed before t.he 1st of April of the 
year in which it is to take effect. * 

47. The Superintending Engineer may give directions to the 
Divisional Canal Officer to decline applications for_ irrigation leases of 
lands in villages where there has been persistent difficulty in realizing 
the water-rates, until all arrears have been paid. 
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He ma^ further suspend, or altogether cancel, any leases for a term 
of years, if on the Ist June of any year, water-rates to the extent of 
half the demand for one year are in arrears. Previous notice of inten¬ 
tion to put this rule in force, shall be given not later than the 15th 
April preceding. 

48. Tanks may be filled with canal water without charge, wherever 
water can be made available without in,iury to the cultivation dependent 
on a canal under the following conditions: — 

I. No tank shall he filled unless the water is to be used exclu¬ 

sively for domestic purposes or for watering cattle. 

II. No tank shall be filled from which irrigation is practised. 

IIT. No tank shallr-be filled wliich intercepts any line of drainage 

or is liable to overflow from the accumulation of water from 
natural causes. 

IV. No tank shall be filled except on the written order of the 
■ Subdivisional Canal Officer issued on the written aj>iilicatiou 

of the persons concerned. ■ 

V. No tank shall be filled unless the channel used to convey water 

to it shall bo shown to the Satisfaction of the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer to be in a sound condition when I, he application 
is made. 

VI. The privilege here accorded may, by the written order of tlie 

Subdivisional Canal Officer, be suspended for twelve months 
for the broach of any of the above rules. 

49. Except when a public right of way exists, no person shall, 
without the permission expressed in writing of the Divisional or Sul>- 
divisional Canal Officer, pass himself or cause any animal or vehicle to 
)>ass, on or across an,v of the works, banks or channels of a canal or 
drainage work whi<;h is part of the canal system excejit b,v means of such 
bridges, fords and ferries ns may have been provided for the purpose. 

Any person who, affier due warning, commits a broach of this rule 
may be proceeded against under section 93, clause (/?) of the Act. 

50. The use of any part of the banks or berms of any canal, drainage 
work which is.part of the canal system, or flood embankment which is 
subject t«) the provisions of the Act, as a place fur relieving the calls 
of nature is prohibited. Any person who after due warning commits 
a breach of this rule ina.y be proceeded against under section 93, clause 
(.9) of the Act. 

51. ^Vhen tanks whic.h are used both for irrigation and domesli«; 
]>urposcs are filled with canal water, a charge at the rate of rufioo one 
will be made for each 10,000 cubic feet or part of 10,000 cubic feet 
of water supplied. 

The Divisional Canal Officer may supply water for manufacturing 
or other purposes and charge for the same at the rate of Bs. 2 for^each 
10,000 cubic, feet or part of 10,000 cnibic; feet of water supplied. I’lie 
samo charge will be inacle if "water is taken into a tank without authority 
or used in an unauthorised manner. 

52. No officer employed on the-c^auals, unless especually exempted 
by the Governor in Council from the operation of this rule, shall have 
any interest in the distribution of water fbom any of the canals or 
purchase or bid for any Government property sold thereon either in 
his own name or in the name of another, or jointly, or in shares with 
others.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal 
for January 1933. 

I. .Charaoter of the season. —During the 
month rainfall was above the average in most 
districts of West and North Bengal, while 
elsewhere it was below the norinal. It has 
facilitated field operations generally. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of i^riouKural ofMraltion.— 

Preparation of lands for paddy and iute in the 
low land tracts of East and North Bengal and 
transplantation of summer rice seedlings were 
progressing favourably. Harvesting of 
winter paddy was finished and threshing con¬ 
tinued. Cutting and pressing of sugarcane 
were proceeding briskly. Harvesting of early 
spring crops was commenced. 

III. 9tate of standing crops. —The stand¬ 
ing crops were doing wml. 

lY. Prospects and probable outturn. —The 

prospects of standing crops were reported to 
be good. The outturn of sugarcane was 
estimated at 94 per cent, and that of winter 
rice at 90 per cent, of the normal this year. 


y. Damage to. standing orope. —No 

damage to standing crops was reported from 
any part of the province. 

YT. Condition of agricultural stock. —The 

condition of live-stock was fair, on the whole. 
Stray cases of cattle-disease, however, were 
reported from eight districts of the province 
and from the Cooch Behar and Tripura States.

YII. Failure of pasturage and foditor.— 

The supply of fodder was repbrted to be suffi¬ 
cient throughout the province. 

• 

YIII. Pri^ of food grains.— During the 
sec^ond fortnight of the montli, the retail 
prices of common rice of the cheapest quality 
rose in five districts, fell in six and remained 
stationary in the rest of the I'residency. The 
prices ranged from 191 seers per rupee at 
Dticca to 11^ seers per rupee in Darjeeling. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. 

—Tlie condition of agricultural population is, 
on the whole, fair.

The outturn of the late 
crop is expected to be generally satisfactory.

Oharadttr of the leasOn.— The period 
covered by this forecast is that of the harvest 
during which weather conditions were general¬ 
ly favourable except in some North Bengal 
districts where heavy rain in December some¬ 
what affected unharvested crops. 

Aoroage.—^According to District Officers’ 
estimates, the total area under winter rice is 
15,590,000 acres as compared with 15,571,400 
acres last year. • 


Outturn. —^From the summarv of the dis¬ 
trict returns appended, it will ne seen that 
three districts, namely, Eangpur, Bogra and 
Faridpur rllpdrt S normaft' crop, twenty-one 
districts a prop varying from 70 to 94 per ceu.t., 
and three distoicts, viz., Nadia, Birbnuih and 
Ohittagpng Hill Tracts below 70 per cent, of 
the noriu^. 

Acc-ordirig to the above estimated tjh^ prcK 
vincial outturn works up to 84 per cent, of 
• the normal as against 100 per cent, estimated 
by this department last year. In my opinion 
this is an under estimate and the provincial 
outturn will not fall short a£ 90 per cent, of 
the normal this year as estimated in the 
second forecast. Accepting ,90 per cent. aS 
the provincial outturn, the gross yield of the 
crop, on the basis of a normal yield of 134 
mauuds of clean grain per acre, is estimated 
at 0,958,200 tons this year as against 7,150,100 
tons last y^ar.

The Report of the Board of Revenue 
on the Land Revenue Adminis¬ 
tration of the Presidency for the 
year 1931-32. 

Mr. F. A. Sachse, c.t.e., i.c.s., held 
the office of the Member, Board of 
Revenue, Bengal, during the whole year 
and made* extensive tours throughout 
tho province. 

2.,_^uring the year under report the 
weather conditions were, on the whole, 
favourable and the outturn of crops 
satisfactory, but in July there was an 
unprecedented flood on the Brahmapu¬ 
tra and Jamuna which rose to record 
height. The areas chielly affected were 
portions of Rangpur, Bogra, Pabna, 
Myinensingh, Faridpur, Dacca, and 
Rajshahi districts. Extensive damage 
was done to standing crops, cattle, 
houses and property of the people in the 
affected areas. There were also minor 
Hoods in some parts of Malda, of the 
Sadar and Kandi subdivisions in Mur- 
shidabad, and of the Peni sulxlivision 
in Noakhali and in Jalpaiguri near 
Barnes Junction. Crops were also in¬ 
jured, either by drought, untimely rain¬ 
fall or insect-pests in some places in 
Dinajpur, Murshidabad, Noakhali, 
Tippera and Rajshahi. Prompt and 
ade,quate measures were taken by Gov¬ 
ernment, district boards and private 
organisations and individuals to relieve 
distress in the flooded areas. During 
the year Government distributed 
Rs. 12,95,885 in agricultural and land 
improvement loans and advanced 
Rs. 1,85,300 to the district boards for 
expenditure on test relief "works and also 
expended Rs. 74,376 as gratuitous relief 


mainly in the aveas affected by hoods. 
The Bengal Chamber of Commerce and 
the Statesman Relief Fund contributed 
Rs. 25,710 for relief in the districts 
affected by fhxids. The prices of agri¬ 
cultural produce were even lower than in 
the preceding year owing to general 
trade depression. This resulted in a 
geileral want of money, which was felt 
especially in the jute-growing districts, 
wihere the jute crop constituted in the, 
past the main economic support of the 
peasantry. There was a* fall in wages 
of both skilled and unskilled labour. 

3. Public health was on the whole 
good; mjllaria, kala-azar, cholera and 
small-pox were present but did not 
generally assume serious proportions. 
Various schemes for the su]>ply of good 
drinking water made satisfactory pro- 
gre.ss, and a large number of tube and 
masonry wells were sunk in many dis¬ 
tricts with the help of Government and 
district board grants, supplemented by 
local contributions. The anti-malarial» 
societies, health associations and chari¬ 
table dispensaries did very useful work 
in many districts. 

4. General economic conditions were 
far from satisfactory. The depression 
in the coal industry in Burdwan showed 
no signs of imjirovcment. The jute 
mills in the districts of Hooghly, How¬ 
rah and the 24-ParganaB fared 
badly, and they had to discharge more 
hands and reduce. wf>rking hours. The 
cotton mills, however, were comparative¬ 
ly successful. In some districts, rice 
mills did well. The adverse effect on 
the hand-loom industry of Santipiir and 
other places of tha boycott of foreign 
yarn continued. The depression in the 
tea industry in Darjeeling, Jalpaiguri 
and Chittagong continued. The exjieri- 
ment of cultivation by motor tractor and 
steel ploughs introduced last yes-r in 
Nadia was continued with good results, -i 
The number of co-operative .societies con¬ 
tinued to increa.se in many districts. 

5. The current demand of land 
revenue tvas Rs. 3,03,36,424, showing an 
increase of Rs. 1,60.388 over that of the 
previous year, and collections were 75 -91 
per cent, of the total and 90-86 per cent, 
of the current demand. Although the, 
number of defaults increased consider-* 
ably the sale law was administered with 
even greater moderation than in ordi¬ 
nary times owing to the bad economic 
conditions, which in many places were 
aggravated by the floods, and estates 
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were freely exempted from sale on pay¬ 
ment of arrears with a nominal pen^ty. 
Thus there were only 1,177 sales includ¬ 
ing 136 cases of purchase by Government 
as against 19,920 defaults. It appears 
that the number of defaults is on the 
increjjae, but the actual sales are not 
abnormal. The position has been receiv¬ 
ing the careful attention of the Board 
and Government. 

6. There wa6 a decrease in the cost 
of management, of Government estates, 
the percentage of cast on the current 
demand being 8 -90 against 9 -55 in the 
previous year. A sum of Rs. 1,47,324 
representing 2-37 per cent, of th6 current 
demand was spent on agricultural and 
miscellaneous improvements, while a sum 
of Rs. 87,197 or 1.^ per cent, on collec¬ 
tions from Government estates was made 
over to the district boards of the province 
ifor expenditure on roads and communi¬ 
cations in or leading to Government 
estates. 

*'*• 7. Agricultural demonstrations were 
carried out in several districts with 
success. There were agricultural exhi¬ 
bitions and lectures on improved methods 
of agriculture at various centres. The 
third batch of five hhudralok youths on 
the completion of their training at the 
Faridpur Agricultural Farm'w^ere allot-_ 
ted lands and money, and a fresh batch’ 
is under training. In Noakhali, 1,360 
acres of char lands were settled with co¬ 
operative societies of educated hhadralok 
youths. 

The number of schot)is in Govern¬ 
ment estates increased from 4,454 to 
4,642, but the pupils attending them 
decreased from 161,107 fo 156,023. 

8. Of the 178 square miles compris¬ 
ed in twenty-two villages, in the, Bakar- 
ganj Colonisation scheme which, was in 
Its 25th year, an area of 7 -249 acres only 
remained to be colonised at the end of 


the year. The colonisation of the, 24- 
Parganas Sundarbans which was in its 
17th year made fair progress. The total 
sum advanced by Government for recla¬ 
mation in the 24-Parganas and Bakar- 
ganj Sundarbans and the total income 
derived from these, areas up to the end 
of the year under report were 
Rs. 26,29,223 and Rs. 33,13,829, res¬ 
pectively. Thus after paying its way 
the property has yielded a net profit of 
Rs. 6,84,606. In the year under report 
the actual gross collections amounted to 
Rs. 2,35,873 including Rs. 11,333 mis¬ 
cellaneous revenue, and when the pro¬ 
perty is fully developed it is estimated 
tJiat it will produce an annual net 
income V;fRs. 2,88,000 rising pro¬ 
gressively to'R's. 3,08,000. 

9. The genera^ health of the people 
in the Bakarganj Sundarbans area was 
'satisfactory, but their material condi¬ 
tion showed no improvement. In the 
24-Pargana8 Sundarbans the health of 
the colonists was generally good except 
in the thir d portion of the estate Saugor 
Island, where cholera broke out in an 
c])ide,mic form causing several deaths. 

10. Owing to poor collections many 
of the zarnindars found themselves in 
danger of having their estates soihl up 
for failure to pay their revenue. It is 
to the credit of both sides that both the 
landlords and tenants recognised each 
other’s difficulties as being be.yond their 
,Own control and that comparatively few 
cases of friction came to the surface. 

11. Thanks of the Governor in 
Council are due to the Board of Revenue 
for the efficient administration of the 
branches of work under the Board.

Mr. C. C. Galder held charfre of the offic'e of Superintendent until 
lie went on leave on the 29th May 1931 and UKairi from his return 
on the 29th November till the end of the year undei- review. Mr.

2. In the report Mr. Galder has ffiven an interesting' ac-count of 
the prtxgress aidxieved during tlie last decade. The position as regards 
stocks is as follows: — 

Although all the febrifuge which can lie proilui-ed is being sold 
and although Government are supplying quinine sulphate ^lowder to 
hospitals and other institutions at a rate much below the market price, 
the stoi'ks of quinine sulphate iiowdei' continue to increase and large 
quantities of bark are becoming ripe for hoiwest every year. During 
recent times harvests have much ex,ceoded the capacity of the factory 
and some years must elapse before e<iuality in bark production and 
extraction is reached. Provinciafl sto<'ks of dry bark awaiting process 
were 1,351,194 lbs. at the end of 1931-.32 while the provimdal reseiwe 
of quinine hod reached the total of 108,815 lbs. Besides this, there 
are stocks of over 200,000 lbs. of quinine belonging to the Government 
of India, awaiting distribution in the Northern India area lying out¬ 
side Bengal. Bihar end Orissa, and Assam. The problem of disposal 
of quinine stocks is therefore pressing, and it is desirable to realise a 
considerable jiort of the capital which is Icxiked up in them. The pro¬ 
blem of disposal of these stocks is by no means free from complications 
and difHcultiee and as the Government of India, have also a large 
accumulation of stock, it is obviously dasirab^e that whatever steps be 
taken for the disposal or reduction of stock, should be taken in i-on- 
Bultation with the G<»vernment of India. Another important factor 
is that Government have been following a policy of supplying the 
retiuireiuents of local bodies and hospitals at favourable raters. In a 
province where malaria is prevalent, such a policy is beneficiul to the 
public and if local bodies, emploj'ers of labour on a large scale and 
organisations interested in the promotion of public health, co-operat-e 
with Government, in in(;reaHiug the consumption of quinine available 
for supply at favourable rates, with such safeguards as may be nei-es- 
BHTy to prevent profiteering, the stwk will be more rapidly redui-ed 
witb beneficial results to public, health and the finances of the province. 

It is hoped that progress will be made in achieving both results in 
the near future. 

3. The total area under cinchona at the end of the year was 2,789 
acres calculated as carrying a full complement of cinchona trees. 
Extensions comprising 194:6 acres were carried out during the year 
under review. 
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4. A harvest of 1,179,472 lbs. bark was collected during the yaw 

in both the Mungpno and Munsonf? plantations, viz., 326,982 lbs. in 
Munj^poo mainly fi-oni thinnin^fs, the uprooting: of dead and dying: 
ti'eeH and the coppicinjp of two old L^edgrer blocks and 853,490 lbs. in 
Munson^. In Mungpoo, cultivation was necessarily restricted during: 
the year owinif to the reduced budfret provision as also on account of 

the large amount of nursery work Imt every effort was made to keep 

the young b'hx^ks as cdean as possible and hoeing was freely carried 

out during the dry weather. In Munsong the storing of the bark 
stof:k presented a difficult problem as temporary erections hod to be 
utilised which could not be considcrcxl safe from the risk of fire and 
damage to the bark by damp and leakage. 

Im addition to the heavy piograiumie under cinchona an area of 
almut 150 acres of old cinchona land^ was re-afforested with Birch, 
Alder and Japanese pines and a certain amount of_ Sal seed collected 
and sown direct on the drier ridges of Silake "where it ot^curs naturally. 

5. The quantity of Bengal bark harvested in the year of report 
■w’as 1,179,472 lbs. as stated above against 1,476, 054 lbs. in the pre¬ 
vious year. 

6. Altogethei' 1,101,355-5 lbs. of dried bark jvere used in the factory 
during the year. Of this 1,072,255-6 lbs. represttei*.!^ Bengal bark and 
the rest belonging to the Government of India. 

7. Bengal bark produced during the year 43,5.34 lbs. crude quinine 
sulphate and 13,079-3 lbs. <'inchona febrifuge. From the purified 
stock of quinine sulphate in hand -13,920 lbs. were converted into 
3,544-25 lbs. and 96,972 boxo.s of quinine sulphate tablets. Of the 
cinchona febrifuge powder -3,723 lbs. were c.onverted into tablets. 
Other salts amounting to 766-88 lbs. were also imoduced. 

From the Java 3)ark 1,.5.36 lbs. of quinine sulphate and 469 lbs. of 
cinchona febrifuge were extracted during the year. The coat of 
extraction of <juinine sulphate was Rs. 2-721 per lbs. and that of 
cinchona febrifuge was Its. 1 -820 per lb. The total c3ost of the crude 
quinine sulphate including the cost in bark, viz., Bs. 4-5 per lb. was 
Bs. 7-221 per lb. 

8. The gross receipts were Bs. 6,89,906-1-0 and after deducting 
Bs. 2.267-2-0 due to the Government of India, tor excess extraction 
charge and sales of that Govc^rnment’s prcxlucts, Bs. 34,926 due to the 
Jail Bejmrtiiient for distribution charges and also Bs. 67,762-15 out¬ 
standing on 31st Vrurch 1932, on ac:count of sales including the cost 
of manufacture of the Government of India prcMluc-ts, the net receipts 
amounted to Bs. 5,94,961. The expenditure was higher by 
Bs. 31,042-15-9 and rcjceipts were lower by Bs. 752 than in the previous 
year. Tlie inc-reuse in expenditure is mainly clue to c-harges on acicount 
of land settlement and leave of offic-.ers and the reducecl receipts are 
due to the larger amount of outstanding which however, are all good 
debts. The j>rofit balance on the ycaar’s working as per profit and 
loss valuation stiatement amounted to Bs. 2,10,663-16-3, a result which 
although -it compares unfavourably with the results of the. preceding 
three years, is not unsatisfccctory considering the depreciation in 
Munsong du^ to disease still largely beyond c^ontro'l and the increased 
expenditure mentioned above. It is satisfactory that rec;eipls from 
sales showed an increase during the year. 

9. The figures contained in the report indicate that, satisfactory 
progress has i>een innde by .the Bengal Cinchona Department during 
the year under review. . The Governor in Council is pleased to record 
his apprecuation of the work Mr. Calder has done for the department 
during the year. Recognition of good work accomplished is also due 
to Mr. Srlmw, _ the Quiiiologist, who retired on 4th March 1932, after 
long and meritorious service.
